Hanbury District Ablaze With 
Excitement. 


SEDALIANS GET THERE. 


A Syndicate Makes a Purchase of 
Land and Will Beg*in Work 
Without Delay. 


The Hanbury mining [district is 
ablaze with excitement over two 
rich strikes which have been made 
within the past three days, and ex­ 
perts are puzzled over the contin­ 
ued upsetting of accepted geolog­ 
ical 
and mineralogical theories, 
^ says a dispatch to the St. Louis 
Republic. 
On Tuesday the Rich Hill com­ 
pany, of which J. W . Noland is 
the mining engineer, commenced 
sinking a shaft on 
the Ernest 
Harms land, three miles southeast 
of Hanbury, 
and, after passing 
through twelve feet of rock forma­ 
tion, a bed of zinc ore was struck 
in open ground. 
The free ore, 
which is of a high grade amber 
jack, and of great richness, was 
found in an ash-colored clay de­ 
posit. 
This same stratum has been 
found in the Lone Star mine No. i 
at a depth of loo feet, and experts 
^ cannot understand why it is fgund 
so close to the surface at a point 
only three miles distant from the 
heart of the Hanbury district. 
The miners of the RichJHillJcom- 
pany are confident that they have 
struck the same body of ore found 
; 
by A . 
Kreisel, of Cole Camp, 
^ 
while prospecting with a diamond 
! 
drill on his land at a point two and 
I 
a half miles north of the Rich Hill 
j 
property. 
Mr. 
Kreisel’s 
drill 
found lead and jack almost from 
the surface to a depth of seventy 
feet. 
From this point to a depth 
of lOO feet, where the drilling was 
stopped, the drill passed through a 
single stratum of zinc ore, which 
I 
grew in richness as depth was 
reached. 
Mr. Kreisel has started 
an operating shaft, but will not 


1 
commence drifting until he gets 
1 
below the loo-foot level. 
The Lone Star mine No. i is be­ 
coming a good producer. 
The 
sinking of the shaft was stopped at 
io8 feet, although the bottom of 
the richest stratum encountered 
^ 
had not yet been reached, in order 
! 
to demonstrate that the mine was 
not of a 
“ 
chimney” 
formation. 
Drifting was commenced at a point 
fifty-five feet from the surface in a 
stratum 
where the best result s 
could not be reasonably expected. 
The drift passed into a ten-foot 
\ 
face of ore, and every 
ton of dirt 
1 
washes out over 50 per cent of pure 
t 
jack. 
The company’s 
ore bin is 
■ 
filled to 
overflowing 
with zinc 
ore, ranging • in size from flakes 
to nuggets as large as a man’s fist. 
Additional bins are being built for 
y ore and no metal will be placed on 
the market until the other shafts in 
the district become constant pro­ 
ducers and daily shipments can be 
^ 
made. 
Another mining camp is to be 
opened next week one and a quar­ 
ter miles northeast of Hanbury, on 
a forty-acre tract of land purchased 
yesterday by a syndicate, composed 
of C. L.‘ Berry, J. L. Guerrant and 
W . F. Hansberger. 
The tract se- 
, 
lected has fine surface indications, 
showing fine leads of both jack and 
^ 
lead, the wash from shallow ra- 
' 
vines exposing nuggets of rosin 
jack of high grade. 
The syndicate 
will prospect with diamond drills 
and operate shafts where the heav­ 
iest deposits are found. 
T h e Johnson shaft at Hanbury, 
■ 
operated by William Johnson and 
Garrett Kieffer, promises to excel 
the Lone Star mine No. i and be- 
' 
come the bonanza property of the 
district. 
A t a depth of fifty-five 
feet the shaft on Wednesday passed 
into a stratum of almost pure jack 
in soft rock formation.

pearance of the shaft was remark-

able, the face of the ore sheet, on

According to the arti­ 
cles the fighters received two- thirds 
of the amount, or $44,564. 
A s the 
winner, 
Jeffries received 75 per 
cent, amounting to $33,423 ; Shar­ 
k ey ’s share was the remaining 25 
per cent, or $11,141. 
Jeffries’ share of the receipts is 
the largest ever received by a prize 
fighter for winning a battle. These 
receipts are not the only winnings 
of 
the 
successful 
pugilist. 
For 
showing at Koster & B ia l’s the 
past week he will receive $2,500, 
while Sharkey gets $1,000. 
The largest financial income to 
the principals will be in the repro­ 
duction 
of the big fight. 
Both 
fighters have a third interest in the 
big 
pictures and it is estimated 
that at least $500,000 will be de­ 
rived from this source. 
This would 
give Jeffries and Sharkey a little 
over $150,000 each in addition to 
the purse. 
The 
biograph company is not 
worried over the taking of pictures 
by rivals who succeeded in repro­ 
ducing the rounds of the fight. The 
biograph people are going right 
ahead 
developing their 
fourteen 
miles of film, which was necessary 
to 
take 
the 
entire 
twenty- five 
rounds, and when completed it will 
be forwarded to Washington to be 
copyrighted. 
William A . Brady, 
who holds a large interest in the 
biograph company, says there is 
only one set of pictures of the fight 
in existence, and it is in possession 
of his company. 
A n y other repro­ 
ductions, Brady says, are fakes. 
“ Mr. W hite or his friends who 
claim to have taken the pictures of 
the fight may have a few rounds,” 
said Brady, “ but that is all. 
The 
machine was carried into the club­

from what I understand, only ten 
rounds were 
taken. 
The

a blackmailing 
scheme, but it will have no effect 
on our pictures^” 
W illiam Grossman, of the firm 
of House, Grossman & Vorhaus, 
counsel for Joe Howard, 
of

Emerson 
vaudeville 
company, who secured the 
fight 
pictures, said that the pictures tak­ 
en by his client were copyrighted 
at Washington and would be pro­ 
duced soon. 
Mr. 
Grossman 
said 
that there would be no injunction 
asked for to restrain the biograph 
people from using pictures of the 
fight. 
“ The 
pictures 
taken 
by Mr. 
H ow ard ,” 
said 
Mr. 
Grossman, 
“ are not the same as those taken 
by tli2 biograph people. 
Both ma­ 
chines have different views of the 
men in action, and in such case 
both 
are 
entitled 
to have their 
pictures copyrighted. 
I have seen 
the pictures, and they are the finest 
I ever saw of any moving object.”

picture machine. 
It is said 
that the Edison company, whose 
machine was used by ]\Ir. H o w ­ 
ard’s representative, intends to be­ 
gin proceedings at once to prevent 
the fight from being reproduced by 
its machine.
